Last year, you won r^ftes' 30 under 30. What made you stand out on that list? 

If you review the list, you will see that I am likely the lone conservative female. Many young 
women believe in core Republican values and have a commitment to the principles of Liberty but do not 
always feel oomforlable speaking up. I understand that free marirets are oenM to a stable economy and I 
am glad to work for and share this good news - this may be what sets me apart.
